WASHINGTON. Od. lo (INS)— 
Home builder* end the men who 
put up the mortgage money hare 
decided that a two-bedroom house 
ii too small for the average Ameri­ 
can family.

Week,” agreed that the typical new 
home of 1963-S4 will hare three 
bedrooms or two bedrooms and a 
den or "family room.” 
It will also hare a kitchen large 
enough to proride eating space, a 
separate dining room, and a fair- 
sited room. The cost will be $12,000 
and up, with prices varying widely 
from city to city. 
Ho Two-Bedrooms 
Mortgage bankers are turning 
thumbs down on two-bedroom resi­ 
dential construction—except for the 
"already established” small family 
—and few of these*are in the mar 
ket for a new house. 
Joseph Link, Columbus, Ohio, 
savings and loan executive, said ex­ 
perience has shown that the family 
which moves Into a small house 
outgrows it in two or three years 
and wants a bigger one. 
In Memphis, Tenn., Builder Kern 
mons Wilson said he has finished 
the last of a group cd two-bedroom 
houses selling for $7,(100, with $500 
down UBR $52 a month, because he 
cann** «ec financing. Wilson will 
construct larger houses at around 
$2,000, when be is not busy with 
his expanding motor hotel chain.

SLOWING THE SPEEDERS 
Excessive speed is the leading cause of highway fatalities. It 
accounted for 35 per cent of 1952’s accidents in which 38,000 per­ 
sons lost their lives. At the start of 1953 the trend was still upward. 
This prompted the ll Northeastern states to join in a coordinated 
antispeed program for June, July and August, the progress of which 
was watched by safety authorities throughout the country. 
Disappointment is felt on first glance at the preliminary report, 
just issued, in that six of the states recorded fatality increases over 
1952’s summer months. The increases ranged from three per cent 
to 17 per cent in four of the six states while New Hampshire and 
Rhode Island—the one a sparsely settled state, though heavily 
traveled in summer, and the other having the highest population 
density—each registered 66 per cent more auto deaths. 
Most encouraging was the contrast furnished by Vermont 
New Jersey, Maryland and Pennsylvania. The first named state, 
right alongside New Hampshire, led with a 33 per cent decrease 
Maryland was next with 18 per emit. Pennsylvania third with 12 per 
cent and New Jersey had a decline of six per cent. Connecticut, the 
fifth state, reported one less death. 
These decreases more than offset the increases, with the net 
result that the total of 1,541 deaths in the ll states for the short 
period of the antispeed program was 41 under a year ago. Still more 
important is that this year’s early upward fatality trend has been 
reversed over a wide area while in other parts of the country fatal: 
lies have mounted.

A tlve-foot wall of firid-Mone en* 
close* and aet* apart a* a peaceful 
resting place the burial site of 
member* of the Morrf* family at 
the bustling Bite of LevittOWB. 
Located several feet back from 
Levittown Pky., a quarter-mil# or

south 
of 
Kmflle-Fnllslnaton 
road, the plot appears to tho pass­ 
ing motorist as an oval-shaped 
enclosure. Inside the autumn brecia 
rustles Ivy, which has overgrown 
the graves. 
The family plot—that of the Mor­ 
ris family, former owners of Bol­ 
ton Farm, was part of the tract 
originally sold a year or two ago 
to Panherat Corporation, builders 
of Fairless Hills. It wa* In turn 
sold to Levitt and Sons, Inc. 
Being Preserved 
The burial plot Is being preserv­ 
ed, and although 
16,000 
houses, 
more or less, will surround it, the 
quiettude of the cemetery becomes 
a reality once a visitor enters the 
opening on the side of the wall op­ 
posite the Parkway. 
The burial site measures approxi­ 
mately SO x 40 feet, the only mark­ 
ers within are a white marble shaft 
In the center, and a small brown 
marker at one end. 
On the four sides of the main 
shaft are listed four of those in 
terred. The small brown one Is 
dedicated to the memory of a baby 
•“Mary, daughter of James and Rosa 
Morris. Born 1822. Died 1823." 
The inscriptions on the larger 
•haft mark the resting place of 
"Anthony Morris, son of Samuel 
Morris, Captain of the 1st Troop 
Philadelphia Light Horse Cavalry, 
serving during the Revolutionary 
War. Born Feb. IO, 176—the last 
letter ta Illegible). Died Nov. 18, 
1860. 
"James Pemberton Morris, son 
of Anthony and Mary Pemberton 
Morris, born June 21, 1796. Died 
Jan. 26. 1834. 
"Mary Pemberton Morris, wife of 
Anthony Morris, Esquire and dau 
ghter of James and 8arah Pember 
ton of Bolton Farm. Born Nov. 19, 
1770. Died Feb. 28. 1808. 
"Rosa Gardiner Morris, daughter 
of the Rev. William Gardiner, M.D., 
of Edinburgh, and the beloved wife 
of James Pemberton Morris. Died 
the 25th of February, A.D., 1825, In 
the 81 year of her age."

This will Insure Fairless 
Hills residents of sufficient water, 
even during dry spells. Collins said. 
The only water available during 
the recent water shortage came 
from a large well near Curtis Lake, 
which yields a maximum of 150,000 
gallons a -day. Additional small 
wells were also dug by the au­ 
thority. 
Although the new plant is only 
about 90 per cent complete, the 
plant is usable. Work will be com 
pleted ill about six weeks. The cur­ 
rent tests of the unit will deter­ 
mine the acid, alkaline and chlorine 
content of the water.
